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EXPLANATORY NOTES 


Introduction 


This bulletin contains estimates of overseas-born 
persons in the civilian labour force derived from the 
results of the population survey, which is carried out on 
a sample basis throughout Australia in February, May, 
August and November each year. Estimates are shown 
from February 1972 which was the first survey for 
which information on birthplace was published. In order 
to facilitate comparison, estimates of persons born in 
Australia are also included in most of the tables. 


2 Results of the population survey are published 
each quarter in The Labour Force (Preliminary) 
(Reference No. 6.32), The Labour Force (Reference No. 
6.20) and in other publications containing the results of 
supplementary surveys on particular aspects of the 
labour force or other subjects. 


The population survey 


3: The survey is based on a multi-stage area sample 
of private dwellings (about 30,000 houses, flats, etc.) 
and non-private dwellings (hotels, motels, etc.), and 
covers about two-thirds of one per cent of the 
population of Australia. Information is obtained each 
quarter from the occupants of selected dwellings by 
carefully chosen and specially trained interviewers. The 
interviews are carried out during a period of four weeks, 
so that there are four survey weeks in each of the 
months to which the survey relates. These four survey 
weeks are chosen so as to fall within the limits of the 
calendar month or with minimum encroachment into 
the adjacent months. 


Scope 


4. The estimates relate to all persons aged fifteen 
years and over except members of the permanent 
defence forces, certain diplomatic personnel customarily 
excluded from census and estimated populations and 
persons in institutions for whom the institution was 
regarded as their usual place of residence. The latter have 
been omitted because it is not practicable to ascertain 
the birthplace or period of arrival in Australia of such 
persons. For February 1975 the estimates also exclude 
about 17,000 persons aged 15 years and over who were 
in Darwin at the time of the survey. See page 4 
paragraph 18. 


Classification of the labour force 


3. The labour force classification used in the 
surveys conforms closely to that recommended by the 
Eighth International Conference of Labour Statisticians, 
1954. The labour force category to which a person is 
assigned depends on his actual activity (ie. whether 
working, looking for work, etc.) during a specified week, 
known as survey week, which is the week immediately 
preceding that in which the interview takes place. The 
principal categories of the labour force appearing in the 
tables in this bulletin are defined in the following 


paragraphs. 


6. The labour force comprises all persons who, 
during the survey week, were employed or unemployed 
as defined in paragraphs 7 to 9. 


tk Employed persons comprise all those who, 
during the survey week, 


(a) did any work for pay, profit, commission or 
payment in kind, in a job or business, or on a 
farm (including employees, employers and 
self-employed persons), or 


(b) worked fifteen hours or more without pay in a 
family business (or farm), or 


(c) had a job, business or farm, but were not at 
work because of illness, accident, leave, 
holiday, production hold-up due to bad 
weather, plant breakdown, etc., or because they 
were on strike. 


A person who had a job but was temporarily stood down 
by his employer for the whole week without pay is 
excluded and is classified in the tables as unemployed. A 
person who did some work during the week, however, 
before he either lost his job or was stood down, is 
classified as employed. A person who held more than 
one job is counted only once, in the job at which he 
worked most hours during the survey week. 


8. Estimates of unemployed persons appearing in 
this publication for periods prior to February 1976 are 
based on the following definition: 


All civilians aged 15 years and over who during 
the whole of the week prior to the interview week, did 
no work at all and either: 


(a) did not have a job or business and were actively 
looking for full-time or part-time work 
(including those who stated that they would 
have looked for work if they had not been 
temporarily ill or believed no work was 
available, or had not already made definite 
arrangements to start work in a new job after 
the survey week), or 


(b) were stood down from their jobs without pay 
for the whole week. 


9. As from February 1976 Unemployed persons 
are defined as all civilians aged 15 years and over who 
did not work during the survey week and either: 


(a) did not have a job, but could have taken one in 
the survey week had it been available, and had 
been actively looking for full-time or part-time 
work in the four weeks up to and including the 
survey week (including persons who would have 
been prevented from taking a job in the survey 
week by their own temporary illness or injury, 
or by their having made arrangements to start 


after the survey week in a new job in which 
they would have preferred to start in the survey 
week) or 


(b) were waiting to be called back to a job from 
which they had been temporarily stood down 
without pay for four weeks or less (including the 
whole of the survey week). 


NOTE. For the reasons for the change of definition and 
further details see The Labour Force, May 1976 
(Reference No. 6.20). 


10. Full-time workers are those who usually work 
35 hours a week or more and others who, although 
usually part-time workers, worked 35 hours or more 
during the survey week. Part-time workers are those who 
usually work less than 35 hours a week and who did so 
during the survey week. When recording hours of work, 
fractions of an hour are disregarded. 


1. Post-school qualifications comprise degrees and 
post-graduate diplomas from universities and colleges of 
advanced education (shown in Tables 3 and 4 as degree 
level), tertiary qualifications other than degrees and 
post-graduate diplomas (shown as non-degree tertiary 
level), technician level, trade level and other 
qualifications. Apart from degrees and post-graduate 
diplomas, the levels were determined as follows: 


Non-degree tertiary is a level relating to 
qualifications obtained following substantial 
advanced study beyond matriculation, conferred by 
institutions and professional associations, e.g. 
Associate of Australian Society of Accountants, 
Diploma in Business Studies, Teaching Certificate, 
Diploma of Engineering. 


Technician is a level which requires theoretical 
knowledge, as well as practical skills, e.g. 
wool-classing or nursing. Certificates issued by 
technical colleges following periods of 4 or 5 years 
part-time study after passing intermediate or final 
secondary school examinations are classified as 
‘technician’. 

Trade is formal recognition of competence in a 
skilled manual occupation which is usually obtained 
through an apprenticeship and satisfactory progress 
in part-time studies concurrently with practical 
training (e.g. plumber, fitter, compositor, carpenter, 
hairdresser). 


Other refers to those qualifications which could not 
be classified to any of the above levels. Most of 
these relate to short specialised courses in such fields 
as typewriting and shorthand, farm book-keeping, 
dressmaking and automotive maintenance. 


12. Median weekly earnings is the amount which 
divides the distribution into two equal groups, one 
having weekly earnings above the median and the other 
having weekly earnings below it. Medians were 
calculated from grouped data with linear interpolation 
being used within the class interval in which the median 
fell. 


13. Mean weekly earnings is the amount obtained 
by dividing the total weekly earnings of a group by the 
number of units in that group. 


Industry classification 


14. As from November 1972 industry has been 
classified according to the Australian Standard Industrial 
Classification (ASIC). Industry estimates for earlier 
periods were based on the Classification of Industries 
used at the 1966 population census and are therefore 
not directly comparable with those for November 1972 
and later periods. 


Reliability of the estimates 


15. Since the estimates in this bulletin are based on 
information obtained from occupants of a sample of 
dwellings, they may differ from the figures that would 
have been produced if the information had been 
obtained from occupants of all dwellings. An indication 
of the likely differences is given in the Technical Note, 
page 38. 


16. Because of the reduction in the size of the 
sample in November 1975, the sampling variability of 
the estimates for that survey was larger than usual. 
Further details can be found in the Technical Note of 
the November 1975 issue of The Labour Force 
(Reference No. 6.20). 


Discontinuity of series 


Ui The survey periods for February in the years 
1972 and 1974 were later than in other years. For 
details of the effect on survey estimates see the 
explanatory notes of the November 1975 and earlier 
issues of The Labour Force (Reference No. 6.20). The 
survey period for February 1976 was deferred by one 
week. As a result, the number of persons who had 
returned to schools, universities, etc. by the time of the 
survey was greater than if the survey had been held at 
the normal time. The estimates are also affected by 
other seasonal influences. The exact effect is not known, 
but it is estimated that the figures for unemployed 
persons and persons in the labour force were reduced by 
between 5,000 and 10,000 (both original and seasonally 
adjusted), and the number of persons not in the labour 
force was correspondingly increased. The number of 


employed persons is unlikely to have been affected 
significantly. 


18. Because of the effects of cyclone Tracy the 
population survey was not conducted in Darwin in 
February 1975. The estimates for that period therefore 
exclude Darwin. It is estimated that at the time of the 
survey about 12,000 males and 5,000 females aged 15 
years and over were living in Darwin.

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TECHNICAL NOTE 


Estimation procedure 


The estimates are derived from the quarterly 
population survey by use of a complex ratio estimation 
procedure, which ensures that the survey estimates 
conform to an independently estimated distribution of 
the population by age and sex, rather than to the age 
and sex distribution within the sample itself. 


Reliability of the estimates 


2. Since the estimates in this bulletin are based on 
a sample, they may differ from the figures that would 
have been obtained from a complete census using the 
same questionnaires and procedures. One measure of the 
likely difference is given by the standard error, which 
indicates the extent to which an estimate might have 
varied by chance because only a sample, and not the 
whole population, was enumerated. There are about two 
chances in three that a sample estimate will differ by less 
than one standard error from the figure that would have 
been obtained from a comparable complete 
enumeration, and about nineteen chances in twenty that 
the difference will be less than two standard errors. 


2 Space does not allow for the separate indication 
of the standard errors of all estimates in this bulletin. 
Standard errors for general application are given in Table 
A on page 39. It should be noted that due to the 
reduction in the sample size for November 1975, 
standard errors for estimates for that quarter are 
approximately 15 per cent higher than those shown in 
the table on page 39. For further details see the 
Technical Note of the November 1975 issue of The 
Labour Force (Reference No. 6.20). The figures in Table 
A will not give a precise measure of the standard error of 
a particular estimate since they are averages based on 
calculations for a limited number of past surveys over a 
wide range of labour force characteristics. However, they 
will provide an indication of the magnitude of the 
standard error of any particular estimate for any 
particular survey. An example of the use of Table A is as 
follows : if the estimate obtained from the sample is 
100,000 the standard error is 3,000; i.e. there are about 
two chances in three that the true figure is within the 
range 97,000 to 103,000 and about nineteen chances in 
twenty that this figure is between 94,000 and 106,000. 


4. The quarter-to-quarter change in the level of an 
estimate is also subject to sampling variability. The 
standard error of the change depends on the standard 
error of the level of the estimate, rather than on the 
change itself. An indication of the magnitude of 
standard errors of quarter-to-quarter change is given in 
Table B on page 39. The estimates of standard error of 
quarter-to-quarter change apply only to estimates of 
change between two consecutive quarters. Changes 
between corresponding quarters of consecutive years, or 
between two other non-consecutive quarters, will 
generally be subject to somewhat greater sampling 
variability than is indicated in Table B. Furthermore, 


changes during the period February to November 1972 
will have greater standard error than indicated in Table 
B, because of the introduction of the revised sample. An 
example of the use of Table B is as follows : if the 
estimates for two successive quarters are 500,000 and 
520,000 then from Table A it can be seen that the 
standard errors of these two estimates are of the order of 
6,000 and from Table B that the standard error of the 
quarter-to-quarter change is 5,000. That is, there are 
about two chances in three that the quarter-to-quarter 
change lies between 15,000 and 25,000 and about 
nineteen chances in twenty that it lies between 10,000 
and 30,000. 


5. The standard errors of estimates relating to 
agricultural employment are generally somewhat higher 
than the standard errors of other estimates of the same 
magnitude. Estimates for females also tend to have 
higher standard errors than estimates of equivalent size 
for males in similar employment categories. 


6. The reliability of an estimated percentage, 
computed by using sample data for both numerator and 
denominator, depends upon both the size of the 
numerator and the size of the denominator. However, 
the percent standard error of the estimated percentage 
will generally be lower than the per cent standard error 
of the estimate of the numerator. The per cent standard 
errors of the numerators can be obtained from Table A. 


ci Mean and median incomes shown in Tables 18 
to 20 are also subject to sampling variability. Standard 
errors vary depending on the size and distribution of the 
population for which the mean or median has been 
obtained. Standard errors of means in this publication 
could generally be expected to be below 7 per cent and 
standard errors of medians below 8 per cent. For 
populations of 100,000 the standard errors of the mean 
and median would both be about 1.5 per cent. 


8. As the standard errors in Table A show the 
smaller the estimate the higher is the relative standard 
error. Very small estimates are thus subject to such high 
standard errors (relative to the size of the estimate) as to 
detract seriously from their value for most reasonable 
uses. In the tables in this bulletin, estimates less than 
4,000 have not been included. Although figures for these 
small components can in some cases be derived by 
subtraction, they should not be regarded as reliable. 


9. The imprecision due to sampling variability, 
which is measured by the standard error, should not be 
confused with inaccuracies that may occur because of 
imperfections in reporting by interviewers and 
respondents. inaccuracies of this kind are referred to as 
the non-sampling error, and they may occur in any 
enumeration, whether it be a full count or only a 
sample. Every effort is made to reduce the non-sampling 
error to a minimum by careful design of questionnaires, 
intensive training and supervision of interviewers and 
efficient operating procedures.
